when her mother died in 1905, she 
promised that she would be the 
“someone” to found Mothers Day. 

Mrs. ‘Jarvis had served her 
church 25 years. When she died at 
72, the church bell tolled 72 
times, It was on that day that her 
daughter determined to establish 
the Mother’s Day Mrs, Jarvis had 
prayed for many years before. 

She. started work immediately 
on ther project. 

At her request, the minister of 
the Methodist church prepared 
services for mothers and the first 
Mother's Day was held May 12, 
1907, the second Sunday in the 
month. It was accepted with en- 
thusiasm and favorable newspaper 
comments. 

The following year there was 

another. 
To explain and promote Moth- 
er’s Day, Miss Jarvis chose the 
motto, “To ‘honor the best mother 
who ever lived—your mother.” 
Next she selected a flower—the 
carnation—ag the. emblem. 

Mother’s Day was observed as a 
special church, day in 1912 and was 
‘climaxed on May 8, 1914, ahen 
President Wilson designated the 
second Sunday in May as the an- 
nual Mother’s Day “for displaying 
the American flag and for the 
public expression of loye and rev- 
erence for mothers of the coun- 
try.” 

Today, 66 years later Mother's 
Day follows closely the pattern 
which she set. Mothers receive 
flowers and gifts, is visited, tele- 
phoned, and generally remembered 
by her children. For just one day 
we wear a flower for her. One day 
is not enough. We should wear one 
every day. Although not visible to 
the eye, it can be planted deep in 
our hearts. 

My mother drifted to the shore 
of eternity, when I was 12 years 
old. But each May brings back 
memories. She had brown wavy 
hair, gray-blue eyes, and a patient 
nature. It was she who taught me 
to see beauty in common place 
things such as a plushy mullein 
stalk, growing by a fence, a spider 
web silvered by morning dew, and 
winter trees against the mauve 
of the evening sunset. 

She was fond of lilies, lilacs and 
wild asters. She liked the early 
spring, purple violets, pansies and 
old fashioned yellow roses. She 
liked the many birds which came 
to our surroundings. 

She worked hard, as most wom- 
en of that time did, making jelly, 
canning fruits and vegetables, 

I remember her as brave, hope- 
ful and patient and spending much 
time with her children, 

When she left us, something fine 
and wonderful went out of our 
lives, 

“Of all the lovely things God made 

There’s one above all others 
He took the best from all things 

And made them into ‘Mothers',”

Garvey's been there many times 
before, having hiked all 2,106 
miles of the ‘Trail from Maine to 
Georgia and written several books 
about it, He's a member of the 
volunteer Board of Managers of 
the Appalachian Trail Conference, 
the non-profit educational organ- 
ization which coordinates many 
Trail activities from Harpers Fer- 
ry, W. Va. 

“All you have to do to partici. 
Pate is to be somewhere on the 
Appalachian Trail foy Part vr all 
of ithe week end, And don’t worry 
about getting crowded. There's 
plenty of toom—more than 2,000 
miles of ith? Garvey adds. 

The Appalachian Trai] Confer- 
ence decided to sponsor its first 
Trailavide walk-thru in history 
for several reasons. The month of 
May signals the startup of the 
hiking season for most folks, al- 
though there are already many 
early birds out there. Throughout 
the summer months, countless 
thousands of Americans will be 
out on the Trail for a hike through 
Nature that may take a day, a 
week end or thalf a year, 

“We want everyone to know ab- 
out the Trail It’s there for all of 
us..,.and il’s free,” says Garvey. 
“Everyone’s talking about doing 
More with less. Well, the A. T. 
provides the cheapest summer Va- 
cation I can think oft 

In conjunction with the “Walk. 
Thru” members and friends of the 
63 clubs in the 14 states the Trail 
passes through -will be taking a 
“spring inventory” of sorts. These 
club members, who volunteer 
countless hours of time to main- 
tain the Trail in their areas, will 
be participating in a working «way 
—clearing brush, making barriers 
to erosion and freshening blazes 
‘with new paint. At the end of the 
week end, the longest marked 
footpath in the world will be 
brighter and cleaner for their ef- 
forts. 

Anyone interested in participat- 
ing in this aspect of the Walk- 
Thru” can contact their local Ap- 
Palachian Trail hiking or outing 
club for further details, 

Another reason for the “Walk 
Thru” is “to celebrate what has 
become a most unique example of 
cooperation between the private 
and public sectors,’ according to 
Hank Lautz, ATZ executive di- 
rector, “From Maine to Georgia 
there are large numbers of private 
citizens who volunteer their time 
to maintain and preserve the 
Trail. And, in each area, govern- 
ment representatives on local, state 
and federal levels are working 
with them, side by side, to make 
a common dream come true.” 

The “dream” is, of course, pre- 
servation of the Appalachian Trail 
for future generations of Ameri- 
cans to enjoy as a natural re- 
source, a recreation area close to 
the backyards of more than one 
third of the population of the 
United States. 

The Appalachian Trail began 
with a dream—the vision of for- 
ester Benton MacKaye back in 
the 1920's. The idea caught on and 
from Maine to Georgia, many peo- 
ple joined in carving out a foot 
path to follow the Appalachian 
Mountain Range. The Trail was 
initially completed in 1937 but the 
route remains arn ever-charigitig 
process, : 

Th the last 20 years particularly, 
urban sprawl has resulted in the 
gradual encroachment and destruc.

AT GOULD ACADEMY 


Gould Academy Science Depart. 
ment chainman, Donald E, Feeney 
has reintroduced forestry, a three 
term course designed to meet the 
future trends in energy and envir- 
mental awareness. In the early 
60's Gould served as the local 
high school for Bethel and was 
also a.private, coeducational, board- 
ing school. A forestry course 
was offered at that time to take 
advantage of Gould’s 500 acres of 
woodlots and to give students vo- 
cational experience in the area’s 
wood related industries, When 
Gould became primarily a board- 
ing school and Telstar Regional 
High School was opened, the For- 
estry Program was dropped, 

Now, in response to the energy 
crisis, alternative enengy source 
development, and an interest on 
the part of both students and Mr. 
Feeney, forestry was added to the 
curriculum in the fall of 1978, Mr, 
Feeney states that since more than 
40% of our naticn’s commercially 
valuable timber is on small, pri- 
vately owned woodlots, it becomes 
necessary for more and more po- 
tential landowners and the general 
Public to learn about wood, the 
wood industry and forest ecology. 

During the three terms, both 
theoretical and practical experi- 
ences in small woodlot manage- 
ment are emphasized, with stu- 
dents doing the majority of their 
field work on the Academy’s tree 
farm, Some of the topics covered in

ry, tree diseases, insect pests, for- 
est growth and culture, wood tech- 
nology, economics including sales, 
contracts and marketing, wood har- 
vesting, wood manufacturing, for- 
est ecology, survey and mapping, 
wildlife management, and fire 
control, 

Special projects instituted in 
this year’s course include thinning 
and pruning four acres of white 
Pine, pruning and other work on 
the Gould campus’s ornamental 
trees, and a chain saw training 
program which includes tree ¢ell- 
ing, limbing and bucking. Aliso 
included were visits to local wood 
mills and to commercial cutting 
operations on nearby woodlots, 

The success of the program is 
evident from the increased en- 
rolliment, and the fact that two 
Students who took the course last 
year went on to forestry schools 
at the college level. The future 
also looks bright as Gould turns 
increasingly toward using its 
wood resources as a fuel to heat its 
physical plant. It is hoped to add 
to the equipment already available 
so that the course will be able 
to carry on its own complete 
woods operations.

SPEED LAWS ARE CALLED 
TEST OF PATRIOTISM 
Maine motorists can prove their 


: American patriotism by obeying 


highway speed limits and thereby 
cutting gasoline waste, MDOT’s 
acting Commissioner Richard A. 
Iuettich said recently. In observ- 
ance of National Transportation 
Week of May 11,” he explained, 
“We all have a personal duty to 
strengthen national unity by driv- 
ing under 55 mph.” 

Observing that limit also am- 
ounts to a yearly $1-million-plus 
dividend for Mainers, Luettich ad- 
ded. Those are dollars the Federal 
Highway Administration withholds 
as penalties from states having 
excessive incidence of drivers go- 
ing over 55. “In today's cireum- 
stances of extreme financial short- 
ages,’’ said Luettich, “Maine does- 
n’t need to lose a million dollars 
by drivers scoffing at speed laws.” 

The National Transportation 
Week proclaimed by President 
Carter is also a reminder, said 
the MDOT chief, that most vehicles 
not exceeding 55 miles an hour 
save 20% in gas, compared to 
70 mph speeders. “At today’s pump 
Price of about $1.30 a gallon,” 
said the commissioner, “a heavy 
foot makes a gallon cost about 
$1.50.” 

The high cost of dying is another 
reason to observe the 55-mile 
limit, he explained, “as statistics 
still prove that high speeds cause 
high accident rates and higher 
death figures...already up 37% 
this year on Maine highways. If 
we don’t care about our own lives 
and futures, we ought to think of 
the hardships of our families. If 
we're really Americans,”
